New YoitK, April 27.— The Colnmbian 
ball to-night at the Madison Square Garden 
wua, in respect to macinificence of decora- 
tion and arrangement and of the large num- 
ber of world-famous gueats preaent, tho 
most splendid ever given in tho Now 
World. Besides the President and his ad- 
visers, the chief, legislative body of the 
United States and a Spanish gruudee, who 
is the numcsako and lineal descendant • of 
Christopher Columbus, there were the 
diplomatic corps, tho admirals and sub- 
ordinate officers of every novul power in the 
world, governors of states and famous army 
officers. It was, in fact, a gathering of 
celebri'.icB ao varied and so gloriously ar- 
rayed that the oldest and most travelled 
guests acknowledged that they had 
seldom, if ever before, aeeu tho 
like. The decorations of tho garden 
were rich and elaborate, aurpasaing 
in their magnificence and elegance anything 
over before attempted in tho great audi- 
torium. Across the rear of tho umphitho- 
atro in huge letters of light were the words 
" A New World's Welcome," und a magni- 
ficent model of tiic Capitol at Washiugton, 
created out of white flowers and illuminated 
with electric lights, rested upon tho stage 
of tho assembly room. Tho boxes on either 
end of the girdeu and along the arena were 
decorated with Dowers and flags. The large 
box in the centre waa occupied by Mayor 
Gilroy and suite. President Clovcland'e- 
box was on the right of tho Mayor's. Tho 
boxes occupied by the Duke of Veragua and. 
his party were on the left of the Mayor's. 
The other boxes on the first tier 
and about the mayor's box wore occupied by 
cho members of the diplomatic corps aud by 
Governor Flower and stuff.

CYCLONE CASUALTIES'; 

A Loiifr List of Dead and Wounded In OUa-- 
honui Territory— Sfattcrs Getting 
Worse, 

GuriiiiiK, 0. T., April 27.— Tho list ef 
fatalities by the cyclone yesterday, grows 
larger each hour, In the dovaeted district, 
near Norman City, four bodies hare; lieen . 
prepared for burial. Several more were 
found this 'morning, and half a 
score of people aro still missing. 
A hundred ond fifty people were in- 

i'nred, six or eight of whom will die. Near 
'urcell, eleven people, all mcmhern of one 
Catholic congregation, are dead. At the 
town of Caze, tho storm swept away nearly 
every building and eight people aro killed. 
Ai, Langstou, ten are dead; at CiinarooR 
City four are dead, two dying and twelvo 
injured. East; of here two families, neigh- 
bors, perished, and in the cxLrenio eaatern 
part of Payne county it ia believed that 
nearly a score were killed. Tlio list of dead 
will surely aggregate one hundred, and that, 
of the injurijd five times that many.

A fine body of shipping ore has been 
struck in the Chambers, whtefa brings this 
properly to tho front as one of the best 
mines in the camp.

MAINLAND AND ISLAND AND GOV- 
EBNMENT. 

A Cabn View of tho Situation. 

To THE Editob No one can deny that 
the relations between the Mainland and 
Vancouver Island are a little strained just 
now, and that on tho questions which have 
arisen there ia not a little excitement. It is 
well, I think, to keep cool and to take a 
look at thinga as they are, if we Can, with- 
out prejudice. Feeling ran high duriog the 
smallpox scaro, and thinga had hardly 
settled down before other causes arose, 
which not only keep alive, but intensify 
that feeling. 

Unfortunately, Victoria and the Govern- 
ment are placed in tho same position of 
antagonism to tho Mainland (i.e. ) in some 
men's minds. 

Tho Government inherited a legacy from 
the ministry under the leadership of tho 
Hon. John Bobaon. Certain promisea were 
made that so aoon aa the Dominion census 
was complete there should bo a measure of 
redistribution. Actinc;, as wo must believe, 
in good faith and in anticipation of tho 
ocnsua return, a promise was inserted 
in the Speech from tho Throne 
that such a measuro would bo 
brought itito the IIouoo during the late ses- 
sion. I say wo must credit them with 
"good faith," as it is impossible to believe 
that the members of the Government would 
risk their poaitiona and reputations on a 
promise which they intended not to fulfil. 
We cannot imagine that they would vol- 
untarily create such a fiasco as wo have 
witnessed. 

It is certain that they believed^the cen- 
sus would show such a state of things aa 
would necessitate a reconstruction, but the 
census has not really shown any thing at all 
of the kind ; in.faot, it has revealed noth- 
ing on which to base a Redistribution bill. 
It appears to me, that as the Redistribu- 
tion was called for by the Mainland, it 
lay on the Mainland to prove her case, but 
no one has attempted to prove their case at 
all. I listened the other day to a speech of 
the member for New Weatminater, in which 
were paraded a lot of figures, but I confess 
I wua muddled over them, as Mr. 
Pedley ailmilted he was, and so were 
we all. In fact the gentleman him- 
Eclf waa as mixed us any one, 
and made no attempt to show what tho 
proportion of representation ought to bo 
as between the Island and the Mainland. 
In fact no materials have as yet been pro. 
duced from which u Redistribution bill can 
be framed. So far, it seems to me the Gov- 
ernment were not to blame. The truth ia 
we must wait for reliable information be- 
fore any change can be attempted. Juat as 
people waited for the Reform bill of l.S,'i2, of 
the repeal corn laws of th.: old oomitry, ao we 
must wait like sensible men. Tlien it ia 
said if we had had a fair representation the 
erection of tho new Parliamentary buildings 
at Victoria would not have been authorized. 
Well, first, it ia not yet proven that the 
representation is unfair, and aa a large 
number of the members from the Mainland 
voted for tho expenditure tho whole blame 
cannot fall on tho Island ; in fact 
tiic responsibility must bo charged 
to the Mainjjind menibera. Under 
these oiroumBtanoes no change which 
could have been made in the representation 
based on any figures which have been pro- 
duced waold have prevented the vote. It 
is true the Vancouver members voted 
straight against, hut Vancouver ia b\it a 
small portion of the Mainland. Then we 
have the cry of Keparation ; btit surely this 
cannot be a serious demand. Let ii.i ace 
how absurd is auch an idea. Out of a popu- 
lation of 100,000 it is propo."3ed to create two 
dialiuct provinces. Each, of course, must 
have a Government, with a Lieutenant- 
(iovernor and all tho usual paraphernalia. 
Fancy a fifth-rato English town being 
divided into two provinces, just beoauao a 
river may run through the middle and cer- 
tain interests may sometimes clash. A now 
set of Governmout buildings would have to 
bo provided on tho Mainland, a (iovcrnment 
just as expensive as the preaont ono, in ad 
dition to burdens of at least one-half of tho 
monetary obligations of the Province — a 
burden altogether intolerable to be borne. 
Such an idea acorns too absurd' to be seri- 
oualy discuaaed. 

The logical conclusion seems to bo aa fol- 
lows : A Rediatrihution bill must bo baaed 
on a correct census. The conaus was incor 
rect, Tho Provincial Government wero not 
responsible for the census, therefore the 
Oovernmont cannot be responsible for the 
abaence of tho bill. Again, tho majority of 
the members represent tho .Mainland, there 
fore tho new building scheme could not bo 
carried without the Mainhiiid. If the .Main- 
land helped to carry tho bill who can say 
that, under a reconstruction, the Mainland 
would hot do the same ogain } 

Acain, separation involves immense ad- 
ditional cost, but the cost of government is

TO SHOOT GLADSTONE. 



Blimors of an Atteiiii)t to Make Away 
With tho ihitisU 

rrtiuier. , • 

(The Story Not Believed to Have Any 
, ,^ . ^Serious F.)ui:<latiou — 
: "What is Known. 



London-, April 'JT.— Tho Pall Mull Ou- 
Z3tte to-day contjiius a moat Bcneutioual ar- 
'tiole headed " Rumors of an Attempt to 
Shoot Gladstone," the type used In the 
headline being tho largest in use for that 
purpose. The paper atatea that an alleged 
nttempt on tho Prime Ministor'a life wob 
mudu while Gludatono was walluog through 
St. Jamea' Park at midnight last night on 
hia way to his homo in Downing street. The 
accuracy of tho report in the Pall Mall Ga- 
zottu ia doubted, It is probable that tho 
story is baaed on tho fact that a man named 
Fisher, who is now in ouatody on a charge 
of e*rtylng a revolver on a public thorough- 
fare, had in one of his pockuta u notebook 
containing a number of entries detailing re- 
cent movements of Mr. Gladstone, Fiohor 
will be arraigned shortly, and his object in 
making these entries will be learned if pos- 
ai|>le. The artieU in the Pall Mall Gazette 
oansed muoh exeitement among the friends 
and supporters of Mr. Gladstone, and many 
enquiries from various parts of the country 
have been made as to the truthfulness of 
tho story. 

It ha.i been loiirned that Mr. (Iludalor.e, 
who attended a dii:iier purty last uiKht, 
was walkint; to his huim: about midnight 
across .St. .lames' paik and saw notbiiin uf 
tho alleged occurrunco, and no oiio now 
belie\'ea that any attempt, was nuuie to 
shoot hini. When tlio shooter was arraigned 
in Bow street court this morning the polieu- 
in:\n who arrehU-d liim ^' '^-'d tlial tlie man 
had discharged a revolver in tlie Horao 
Guarda parade near Downing street. He 
evidently intended shooting an oilicer. An 
examination of tho notebook revealed the 
fact that it contained a mass of ravings 
against tho Irish Homo Rule scheme, and 
the suggestion tlnit tlio murder ot Mr. 
Gladstone would be justifiable. Upon this 
slender foundation the report of the at- 
tempted murder of Mr. Gladstone was con- 
structed. 

The policeman who arrested hitn saw 
him niuunl tho stcpa of Mr. Gladstone's 
residence shortly after tho Premier had 
entered. When tho policeman ordered 
him to descend ho lired at the constable, 
and Bubaequently struggled desperately 
against being arreatcd. Townaeud asserts 
that the discharge of the revolver was acci- 
dental. Some of the entries in the note 
book read : "Irish Home Rule bill has 
passed its second reading ; full majority, 
ijaunclers." "Talking does not convert," 
"Now is the time for action." "I might 
wilfully murder you. Would nothing of 
the kind be justified? Now to prove it. 
What Bays Henry James '.' See Gladalone'a 
speech of List night. What says Saundora ? " 
At this point Sir John Brodgc, presiding 
magistrate, refused to read any farther. He 
instructed the jailer to guard the prisoner 
with the utmost care. 

Notwithstanding tho statements thot 
huvo been made that Mr. Gladstone was in 
no danger of being shot, and thai, no ini- 
portanoo is to be attached to tho all'air, 
there is a <;rowing suspicion that Mr. Glad- 
stone was nearer being fired at, tl]an hia 
friends are willing to admit. The man un- 
der arrest is named Williaiii Townsend, ;!8, 
a resident of Shetheld. 



PUT TO AN ISSUE. 

TheQnestlonof Opening the World's Fair on 
Sunday Brought Saoarely Before the 
National ConunisBlou. 

CiliCAiiO, April — .Sunday opening of 
the World's Fair was brought 5(|uarely be- 
fore the National oommissioa when it met in 
the administration building, on the World's 
Fair grounds to-day. Commissioner J. 
Eiboeok, of Iowa, introduced the subject 
and at once started a wrangle among the 
commiBsioners, in which Judge Massoy 
took a leading part as opposed to any dis- 
cussion or consideration of the njatter. 

There were sixty members of the com- 
miaaion present. 

Commisaioner Kioboeck sprung his sensa- 
tion by a reaolutioD in wliich hereoited that 
there was a well defined sentiment, an:i>ng 
the people of the country in favor of Sund ly 
opening of the fair and a general fcelini^ 
that tho matter was not definitely settled, 
but only held in abeyance. Tho provision 
for Sunday closing was imposed by Con- 
gress, conditional on certain pecuniary as- 
eiatance, but in giving chia assistance it bud 
withheld over $500,000. It was a seriously 
debitable proposition whether the with- 
holding this sum was not a violation of the 
agreement with the fair. 

"I therefore move," continued Mr. 
Kiboeck, " that this commisaiou request the 
authorities of the state of Illinois and the 
authorities uf the city of Chicago, which 
have a greater slulf and interest in this ex- 
position than the United States Government 
has, to r< (jueBt the local board of diri-(;tora 
to take the ueccaa iry steps lo teat tlio legal- 
ity of the .Sunday closing propoaition in the 
state anil federal eourts." 

Mr. Maesey could hardly wait until Mr. 
Eibocck coiicludud lieforc; he was on his feet 
to re[)ly. '■ Ihia Sunday closing (jticstion 
has been absolutely and finally settled and 
passed upon by this omndsaion," lie said ; 
"this commission cannot reopen the <jui's- 
tion. Aiiy attempt to reopen it, as siig- 
gealed by tho gentleman from Iowa, would 
deuationaliz i the e.\-position. The resolu- 
tion besides is out of order." 
■"That is a question," retorted Mr. Ei- 
boeck. " I move that the <|uealions of the 
resolutions, being in order, be referred to 
the judiciary committee." 

Mr. Massey opposed this, and a number 
of commiasioners spoke on the subject, but 
when it was finally put to a vote it carried. 
The committee's report will be made to- 
morrow. 

Comniisfiinner Eibocck said after the 
meeting adjourned : 

" Tho judiciary committee will decide the 
resolution out of order in all probability. 
Then I shall introduce a resolution that the 
rules 1)0 aniendod. I have no ;omplished all 
tlut I expciaeil to, and if my resolution to 
amend goes tlirough, tho uubject will be 
again squarely brought before the eommia- 
aion."

The £x-Ban1(er of Port Angoles Arrested at 
St. loiilB-He Will iie'^BTonght . 
Back. 

Chicago, April '2G. — Benjamin G. 
■Schv.'wt?,, for whom thn Chicago police 
have been looking for some time past, has 
been arrested' at St.' Louis. Schwartz is 
wanted in Port Angeles, Wn. About 
eighteen months ago he was President of 
the Port Angeleq bank, which failed. 
Sohwattg fftts irirealetl and OODvieted of em- 
bezzlement. One night he broke jail and 
escaped. About two weeks ago a resident of 
Seattle, Wash., who was visiting in this 
city, saw Sohwarts at the Palmer house.

Sheriff Morse, of Clallam county, 
on reading it telegraphed to the police de- 
partment to arrest Schwartz, Sergeant 
bave Elliott was put on tho case and traced 
Schwartz to Cambridge flats, where he had 
been living with his wife, who joined him a 
few days ago. Ho obtained a position as 
travelling salesman for the houae of Pitkin 
& Brooka, and in that capacity went to St. 
Loui.i, where he was arrested. He will be 
brouj;lil to this ciiy. 

I'oiiT A-NUKi.t.H, April 20 —Sheriff Morso 
received a message last evening from L. 
tlarrigim, cliiel of police for the city of St. 
f/ouls, tluit Hanker Suhwnriz, convicted last 
December of embi zzlenient in this city, had 
just been arrested ami was in jail in that 
city. Schwartz was rtgiatcri. d at the 
Southern hotel and living ou the fat of tho 
land.

THE GAUSE OF THE HARD TIMES. 

Everywhere people are complaining of 
liari times, A wave of depresgion ia pass- 
ing over every country of the civilized 
world. UuUke' tlie cold wave of the past 
wiater, its progress is not rapid. It is in 
deed more like u flood than a wave. When 
it coinG3 it comes to stay for an indefinite 
period. No country entirely escPi;jc3, al- 
though some suffer more tlian otliers. It 
lua visited Great Britain, it hua almost 
desolated Australia, India ia suffering from 
it, we feel ib in Canada, and the United 
States of America have not escaped. 'From 
oontineatil Europe bitter complaints are 
hcrtrd, and South America has suffered and 
is HtiU suffering from its tfl'ecta. 

jMen of an enquiring turn of mind arc try- 
itiji to And out tho eauso of thia witUspreiid 
dtpression, A3 it affects countrica very far 
ap-irb and existing under different cocdi- 
tiooi the cause must be general. Among 
those who have been trying to discover the 
origin of the evil from which so many lands 
.iro aiiireriug ia the editor of the Furtuightly 
iievlcv, In order to find out what pruc- 
.■icil commercial men think ot tho origin of 
tho present deproa-nion in trade, ho sent out 
l>utween two and three hundred eiroulars to 
the representatives of English industry and 
oomincrce. None but men of influence and 
!it:xnding wore applied to. Tho cpicaliona 
•which the circular contained were : 

1. "To wliat cause do you attribute the 
.present depression in business ? Ia it, in 
./our opinion, due to the over-speculation of 
:1880 and 1S90 and the consequent crisis, or 
to a fall of prices resulting from the appre- 
ciation of gold ? 

2, "Do you conaider this depression like- 
ly to continue for a long time 'I Are there 
signs of a revival in your branch of buai- 
ness 'i " 

The answers received were various. 
Hardly anjr two persons seemed to agree as 
to what were the causes of tho depression 
whioh they all felt and of which tlicy al' 
complained. It is evident that wliat the 
editor of the Review chiefly wanted to find 
oat from hia correspondents was whether in 
their opinion, tho opprcoiation of gold had 
31 uch to do with bringing about the hard 
times. This seems a dilBcnlt question to 
answer, for it is not easy to decide whether 
'the low price of an article was only another 
name for the high price of gold or whether 
it was caused Ly tlie supply of the article 
lioing in excess of the demand. What the 
editor himself says in one of the openbg 
jaragraphs of his letter was : 

It is contended by a largo and incrcaalng 
number of busiucaa men thioughout the 
country thut tho present deprcaaion of trade, 
wilila in part due to minor and temporary 
OBUaea, must bo ascribed chiefly to the ap- 

* Jteoiation of gold, which has brought about 
a fall of prices and thus injuriously aii'ccted 

'i«very branch of trade and commerce. If 
.'this view were the true one, the present do- 

^'.pression would extend over Western olviliz. 
atioD, and wonld be as severe in the United 
Stntesaaia Qermany, France or England. 
ThcfS appears to be some gro^ind for tbinlc- 
iug that this is the case, for while 
tlioro has been a steady advance 
in the volunio of trade in the 
United States during the last two or three 
yciirs, Anieriean manufacturers and traders, 
liUo their Kni>lish confreres, complain of a 
t.ill of prices ; and in the United States, ua 
in England, the advocates of rated bi-metal- 
lism iiro otoadily growing in number and in- 
lluenco. 

When reviewing <Jie answers he had re- 
ceived, the editor says : 

Someof them (hisooriespondontsjttttrilmte 
this depression to the injurious effects of the 

MoKiiiley and other protective tariffs insti- 
tuted in foreign cuuntrie.s and in our colonies; 
olhora to over-speculation, and yet others 
to trades unions, which havo increased tho 
wages and diminished tho hours of tho work- 
men. But thcfic aiuurir to bo secondary 
Md minor causes, With ecarcoly an excep- 



tion, all our correspondents speak of a fall 
in prices greater ihun thut which can be 
attributed to tho normal progress of 
induatry — the introduction of labor-saving 
uppliiincea, etc. Many admit that tho 
demand for tho apeeial articles whioh they 
producii ia good, whilo inaiating with a curi- 
oua uiinnimity npnn n crnneral and ii con- 
tinuous fall in prices. It would sectn, there- 
fore, tliat thfi uppreciation of gold ia injur- 
ing our iiuinufaclures, our trudo and oiir 
comui'-'reo. No doubt; thia appreciation is 
aa advantageous to creditors as it ia damag- 
ing to debtors. But looking at tho matter 
in a broader way one may assert that it in- 
jures tho vast majority of those who work 
while benefiting chiefly tho idle rich. It 
will ho strange in theao (^ays of democratic 
government if an appreciation of the stand- 
ard of value is allowed long to continue, 
.ilmoat all tho teachers of ooonomica in 
(Jreat Britain to-day are hi-metalliata. 
Theory and huaiiiesa experience, it seems, 
in thia matter point to tiic aame remedy. 

ThesubjEot which the Tortnightly Re- 
view disousses in this rational way is one of 
groat interest, Tho British, like nearly all 
Europeans, are mono metalliats, but there 
is a school of ecouomista rising up in tho 
Old Country that are not by any means to 
be despised, who are helievera in bi-melal- 
lism. The tspousal of their cauio by so in- 
fluential and so ably oonducted a periodical 
as tlie ITortnightly Review is an indication 
that they are gaining cround in Great 
Britain, Tho question of motallio atandaida 
of value is a deep and an intricate ouo, re- 
quiring for its (ii.scuBsion profound thought 
uud careful study. Ono cjreat difficulty in 
coming to an intelligent conclusion upon it 
is tho certainty that very many of those 
who discuss it, and who lake one side or the 
other, are inlliienced rather by what tliey 
believe to bo their interest than by their 
knowledge. 

LET US HA VE THE PROOFS. 

The Keolcy cure was the subject of a 
somewhat warm and interesting discussion 
at the annual meeting of the California 
State Modictil Society, lately held in San 
li'raooiaoo. Tho doctors appear to have 
taken a conservative stand with regard to 
the Keoloy treatment for drunkenness. 
One of tho phyaioiana maintained that the 
druga used to kill the appetite for strong 
drink possess "iio therapeutic value beyond 
v.-hat is known in ordinary practice, and 
thut the alleged cures, whether permanent 
or temporary, result from tho month of rest 
and recuperation, and from an influence 
that is suggestive of hypnotism." 

It 81 ems to ua that tho first question to 
he de. ided by medical men should be, docs 
the Keeley treatment, whatever the means 
used, cure ? That is the important matter 
to be decided. If it can bo proved 
by reliable testimony that Keeley and 
those wlio Imvo adopted hia system, succeed 
in making sober men of habitual drunkards, 
it is of very little conse(juonco to tho pub 
lio whether those cures ore eifeoted accord- 
ing to rules, understood and recognized by 
the profession, or whether the means used are 
as incomprehensible to medical men aa they 
lire to tho great mass of uneducated and 
uuakiUed laymen. Their tU'ectiveneas ia 
the thing to ho considered, If a drunkard 
is cured by Keeley, it is a matter of no sort 
of conBC(n;,ence to the patient himself or to 
his family and friends, whether he was 
made a sober man uud a useful member of 
society by bi-chloride of gold, or by hypno 
tiam, or by anything else that appears to lie 
unlikely. If some cue found, for 
instance, that sawdust prepared in a 
certain way posaessea wonderful curative 
virtues, would phyaiciana nnd aulTerers be 
justified in rcjeclint; it In cause it was only 
sawdust, and that from the beginning of the 
world until now it had not been known that 
sawdust was a remedy for any ailment ? 
Reasonable men, in the profession and out 
of the profession, would take the proper 
mcasurea to find out whether there was any 
healing power in sawdust before they con- 
demned the alleged disoovorer aa an im- 
postor. 

Wc are rather surprised that scientific 
men have not before this undertaken to find 
out whether tho Keeley treatment ia effect- 
ive, or whether it la only another and a new 
form of (juackery. Such an investigation, it 
seems to us, is calculated to he of moro use 
to mankind than researclies the obji;ut of 
which ia to find out whether lliere ia any 
foundation in fuel for gboal storica. We are 
not a little surprised thut AJr. Keeley him- 
self does uot take the steps necessary to estab- 
lish suchaneoquiry. Itacurohaa really been 
found for drunkeuneas or dipsomania, its 
importance cannot bo over-estimated. Not 
one nation bub all nations are deeply inter- 
ested in liudiiig out whether Koeley's cure is 
genuine or not. 

8SLP-EXILED. 

Newspapers in all pr«rts of tho United 
States comment on the voluntary expatri- 
ation ol Mr. William Waldorf Astor. They 
cannot understand why a man who is rich 
beyond tho dreiima of avarice should leave 
the home of the bruvu luid the 1 uid of tlio 
free to take up his rcaidenco iu ono of tho 
uorn-out countries of the Old World. They 
evidently do not like to see Mr. Astor mak- 
ing an Englishman of himself, so far as it is 
possible for an American citizen to do so 
without being uctuidly naturalized. Thty 
seem to consider the aelf-baniahment of 
this ricli and highly cultured young man 
a reproach upon their own country, its 
institutions and its Bocial condition. And, 
HO in fact ib U, Harper's Weekly makes it 
very plain that there is no place and no 
career in tbe United States for men of Mr. 
Aster's position and with his tastes. It 
aaya : 

Ib is pretty gencruUy cnnoedcd that in 
thia yeuuriitiou the opportunity of the very 
poor man lies in tho United States, Are 
we to argne from Mr, Aster's apparent mi- 
gration that tho opportunity of tho very 
rich lingers in Enf^iand ? Let Uti conaider. 
\\hi\l arc wo to suppose that Air. Astor 
wants Not luxury, nor varied pleasuree, 
nor ordinary social recognition, for ho can 
get nil tbcijo at, houio, More likely he wants 
diatinotion, and that of a personal kind. , It 



is conceivable that, recognizing tho pleas- 
urea of acquisition, and having all material 
thiuga already in abundance, he should wish 
to be where he can acquire the highest ob- 
tainable degree of influence, respict and 
power. If buch were hia du^iree, it is pos- 
sible that in going to London he has made 
an advantageous move. What career was 
poasibio tor him iu thia country : ijnuhl he 
liave Bucoeeded in political life '.' I'robably 
uot. Hia education liad uot lilted liim to 
win votes, lie tried to get into Congress, 
where ho was well enough qualified to R.o, 
but had a diaagreeable and costly canvaa 
with the result of merely winning fame 
for Mr. Flower. Could ho have gob into tho 
Senate ? Could ho havo been Mayor of New 
York? Everybody knows he could not. 
Monoy haa bougiiL pi)litlcal opportunity for 
many Amerieana, hut it could not hny it for 
Mr. Astor. As a hereditary millionaire, 
three generationa removed from trade, ho 
was out of touch with the American voter. 
American politics had no place for him that 
waa worth the seeking. Ho wrote u, book, 
and it was a very fair book, but it brought 
him not so much literary fame aa a reputa- 
tion for eccentricity. Why ahould un Am- 
erican millionaire write novels, when he ia 
so well able to hire hia novels written ? Then 
came a difficulty about family precedence, 
and tho newspapers poked fun at both the 
parties to it, and at the whole idea of social 
precedence iu a republic. So, altogether it 
is oonceiv'able that Mr. Astor got tho im- 
pression tbat his countrymen had condemn- 
ed him to a state of dry-rot, and that he 
waa not getting as large a share of tho fun 
aa he s\ aa entitled lo. 

Does all thia mean that there is no place 
in the American Republic for a man of abil- 
ity, of education, of refinement and of 
wealth, who does not like tho rough-and- 
tumble of a politic.d fight, but who, if the 
opportunity were allowed him, could do the 
State good service, and who would bo moat 
useful to aociety iu various ways?

Mr. F. G. Lentz, "Outing's" oycHat, who 

is now riding around tho world, und who 
has quite a number of friends in this city, 
writes aa follows from lohang under date 
of March '2,'! : 

" I reached hero safely from Hankow in 
twelve days, however, not very easily. The 
Chinese along the Han river were pleasant 
enough for C;» miles west, then thoy grow 
insulting, and almost in every town after 
leaving Ycnkiakou threw mud. Reaching 
Shaahi on tiio Yangtze, mud, stones, worn- 
out dirty sandals and handbrooms wero 
thrown until I reached the telegraph olliee. 
Here tho polite Chinese insisted I should 
be accompanieil to Ichaiig by one of their 
soldiers. However, the Chinese who now be- 
came really li'Tco, b In noticed the soldier, 
and bricks coinniencd to ily. Tliu road 
was fairly good, and I uasily got away after 
being thrown oil' the whe( 1 repeatedly. 
Kigbteen iniU's west of Sliaahi I was waiting 
for tho Roldii-r. Some liehl laborer.s soon 
gathcri cl, and without cause wanted to light 
me. 1 only smiled, which seeined to make 
them \v(;rse, and when 1 tried to mount, 
rammed their hoi-s and rakes into tho wheel, 
i liinilly sc ared them with my revolver and 
suecijeded in riding away rapidly. They 
then pounced on the soldier and belabored 
him. The cry of " 'J"a 1 Ta ! " arose, Chin- 
ese from all sides took up the cry, and afttr 
racing along for a ndle I was lu inmed in, 
taken probably for something evil. Hoes 
and rakes were again brought into play. I 
waa struck on tho aide of tho 
head, on tho back, and tho wbeol and cam- 
era injured. Then 1 travelled at night to 
reach here. Tho natives are getting bettor, 
and I anticipate but littlo trouble now that 
I am almost ont ot Hupch province since 
passing the'lasc stretch. The country is, 
however, mountainous, and there will he 
many days of walking with littlo riding to 
Chnncking, Fortunately the English gun- 
boat IS.-ik ia here in port, and the crow are 
kindly repairing my wheel in an excellent 
inuuner. My c*mera is also again all right,"

New York's Grand Naval Demonstra- 
tion—An Occasion Worthy of 
All Concerned. 

Positions of tliJ) Warsliipg— The Presi- 
dent's Formal Revie>y r- Great 



New York, April 2R. — Tho day opened 
with tho unveilinf; of tho heroic bronze 
statue of John Ericsson, inventor of tho 
Monitor, in Battery p.irk. Tho ceremonies 
were_;8imple.; ' It . yru presented to the city 
by Swedish 'oitizena and accepted by one of 
tho park officials on behalf of tho city, whil 
tho guns of the double turruled monitor 
Miantonoinoh, lying near, fired a. ualuto 
The unveiling was preceded by a prooeflsion 
of Swedish souiotiea. The statue, of which 
John Soott Hartley was tlie designer, stands 
on a well-proportioned pedestal of granite, 
eight feet nine inches high. It was erected 
by the municipality of New York at a cost 
of §10,000. It presents a heroic figure of 
the great inventor. Ou each of tho four 
bases of tho pedestal, which is seven 
feet sfjuare at tho base, tnerc is a bron/.u 
panel, 127 by 12 in:;hes, preeeuLiiig, 
in relief, views of tho ongngoment 
between ctie Monitor and Merninuc, the 
first screw steamship, the I'rinceton, and 
various other inventions of Ericsson. The 
ceremonies attending the unveiling of tho 
statue were under tho combined direction 
of the Ericsson monument commission, tho 
park commissioDors and a special aommittee 
appointed by the mayor. The day opened 
bright and clear, and soon the whole harbor 
was blooked with orafta of ail sorts loaded 
-with sightseers. 

The vessels whioh arrived at Gravesend 
bay last night swung at anobor in the beau- 
tiful sunlight and not long after sunrise 
everybody in the fleet and those who had to 
do with getting ready for its reception were 
making the final preparatisns for the parade. 
Upon the bay and river to tho anchorage 
extending south and east wero two long lines 
of war vessels bedecked in holiday attire. 
Tho furry boats to Statcn Ishiiid 
and to Brooklyn wore filled with 
sightseers who were bound to get as near 
the start as they could, ami long bi:fore the 
time for the parade the high banks along 
the narrows and blufls at tbu forts, both on 
Statcn Island and Fort H.'>r'!U"ni worn 
thronged with people, and the roii(l.f were 
filled with spectators hurrying towards 
shore to find a guud point of view. The fleet 
made too imposing a sight for the spectators 
to cut any figure at all. The fleet was an- 
chored in squadron formation, the powerful 
Bluke, with Vice-Admiral Sir John P. Hop- 
kins' pennant standing out in a sliir wind, 
l)eing about flOO yards below Fort Lafay- 
ette, and the Philudelphid, with Rear Ad- 
miral Gherardt's blue]fittg, with two white 
stars at tho main, same distance below 
Fort Tompkins. Strung beliiud each leader 
were the ships which were to follow up the 
bay and all in readiness for the start. As 
tho Uimitri Uonskoi had not been in port 
at Hampton Roads it was necessary for the 
other admirals to pay their respects, and at 
8:30 o'clock Sir John Hopkins put off from 
the Blalie and was saluted by fifteen guns 
from tbeBnssian as lie stepped on the quar- 
ter dfiolc, the British flag aij the same time 
being hoisted. Other admirals followed in 
due course. 4 minute or two afterwards 
atteution was all diFcotcd to black specks 
up the narrows, and with two streaks of 
foam diverging from her bows and n wide 
wake of white water astern, the i\!;.hn]icA\\ 
Cashing rushed by at express train spfeKii. 
Sho reached the Phil^i'lfilnii;; ^t-nrt tim?, 
wheeled around as if she was on a pivot anu 
ran up 8lo!)S«ido the flagship with dis- 
p^Uehes to A.-liiiiral Qhorardi. 

Shortly after o'clock. Admiral Gheraodi, 
from the flagship Philadelphia, gave the 
signal to move. Then the representativiss 
of the naval strength of ten nations fell iato 
double lines, the port column, headed by 
the Philadelphia, taking the New Jersey 
aide, and the starboard column, headed by 
the British cruiser Blake, taking the New 
^orl{ shore, in tiie following order ;

As tho vessels got iuto line, with inter- 
vals of 600 yards between those in tho same 
coluum und a like distance between columns, 
and moved forward at a speed of between 
eight und nino knots an hour, the forts on 
the harbor turned their guns loose in a 
grand salute, and all the steam crafts 
within hearing distance added to tho din 
with screeching whistles. The contrast 
presented by the snow-white American ves- 
sels and the dark-hulled foreigners was very 
marked as they moved side by aide, each 
heightening the cfTeot of the other. Two 
schools of naval architecture wero repre- 
sentedi for nearly all tho ships in lino not 
American wore of English style of construc- 
tion in. a strongly marked degree, and'evcry 
patriot' felt with a glow of pride that the 
new navy of the United States did not suf- 
fer by the oomparitoo. 

Scaudini; on the high Loni; Island'shore, 
'midway between Owl's Head and Fort 
Hamilton, the view was a beautiful one. 
The narrow channel luiil brought them al- 
most hide by aide, the GOO yards interval be- 
tween cohinms bting abandoned of neces- 
city. An interval uf .'iUO yards between the 
vesi-els was tii.diitaiiied and they steamed 
ulong in I'uiniii.ny. Every point of view 
(iloiig I lie I?.i.> Ki'ige vo-.'d was packed with 
e]i;'C a'(jri', nho ijeil llm shipH Vs tiny 
p is-i-il.

I'lie cuncn'.i, however, c uiaed 
some of tlie boats to fall hehind, and there- 
fore toey were tomuvvbat out of place when 
fill HiiiM'/ 01010 ill eiybt. Coming up the 
biy wi'h the fl-et the Higlu, was a brilliant 
(inc. livery ship in llie liaibor was flying 
every bit. of bunt iiig it could get together, 
and tho hunduigH in tlm lower part uf the 
oily wen: ib'O .rated with fl igs of all nations. 
'I'hi; 8 nam wUisfles were screeching and the 
]J.itt<.ry wall and all the housetops and 
;,other pluci'S frmn wliiuli the river cjuld be 
.'fleen were black with Highlaeers. 
ivftj.VVhen tho leaders in tho parade got op- 
*pflsi»e Governor's island tho battery in tho 
oid fort ijegaa' a salute and tho fleet steamed 
along half hidden for a few minutes in 
fimoke from the cannon. The ships dipped 



their flags in answer, but did not return the 
salute with cannon. Tho bauds played na- 
tionui airs on the British ships as they pro- 
ceeded up tho river, and the strains of 
music wafted across the water were plainly 
heard by tho crowds along tho slioro. The 
crew on the iniiiiie Colunilius fleet cheered 
and waved their hats as tho navy steamed 
liy. It was just U;lii o'clock when a aiuglu 
gun from the Philadelphia announced that 
anchorago ground was reached opposite 
Eighty-ninth street, and ati«\vering almost 
instantly a gun bellowed ou tlio Chicago 
and tllZ PPCllSrS 9? t^y'?lvo Amerioivn shloo 
dropped as if rek&sed .^''^Vriilty. The 
foreign vessels aiowed down and steamed to 
their positions. It was higli noon when 
tho last anchor, was dropped and the fleet ih 
position, the last vessel opposite Thirty- 
fourth street. 

^President and Mrs. Cleveland and party 
arrived here fram Washington City to- 
night. The Pennsylvania depot in Jersey 
City was bung with flags of all nations, 
streamers and innumerable.yards of bunting 
in honor of the arrival of. so distinguished a 
party. A rush was made when the train 
pulled in and men dofTed their hats and 
women viewed Mrs. Cleveland with admir- 
ation as tho presidential party wos escorted 
hy members of tho reception committee 
down tho platform to where tho carriages 
wero in waiting. Tho party proceeded to 
the Victoria hotel. President Cleveland 
excused himself from acce[iting an invitalioti 
tendered by Clarence W. Howen on behalf 
of Hie Union League Club to attend a ban- 
i[uet there this evening. Tlio Cabinet olli- 
cers wero also compelled to decline a .>jiiii- 
ilar invitation, owing to the lateness of tho 
hour of their arrival. 

The reception given to the ofricer.i of the 
visiting naval fleets and the Diike of Vera- 
gua by the Union League Cluli this evening 
was a most brilliunt affair. The club houte 
was haiidsoinoly decorated and illuminated 
and imiiresbiveness was added to the scene 
by the presence of marines and a detach- 
ment from tho Sixth artillery, acting as 
guards and escorts. In tho assemblage that 
gathered to welcome tho guests, 1,000 people 
werepresont, TheDuko of Veragua, escorted 
by Cornelius Bliss, arrived shortly beforo 10 
o'clock. With him wero his brother and 
son. Ho was escorted to tho library, where 
the visiting atlmirols from our own navy 
woro presented to him, as wore admirals 
and other naval ollioors from tho foreign 
ships. Fully half tho guests wero in uni- 
form. The supper was provided in tho ban- 
quet hall and :.he visitors sent back to their 
sbi]i8 shortly after midnight with a good 
impression of New York hospitality. 



New York, ApriP27. — This morning, to 

zling downpour materially dampened the 
enthusiastic ardor and checked tho antici- 
pations of the thousands who had been look- 
iny forward to what was expected to be 
Gotham's great day of the series of oere- 

onies. At the same time there waa a 
chilly north-east wind ; but all these dis- 
couraging cirouinstances did not appear to 
keep back the immnnse crowds who came 
to the North river on the elevated trains 
and surface oars, or those who poured 
into the city from the ferries and across the 
Brookiynbridgeand did not look like holiday 
crowds. Hundreds, too, of excursion boats, 
steam yachts, tugs and other craft had buen 
pressed into service, and wero filled with 
sightseers, who wer.ojiot kept home by the 
wet, and wero pufBof about. Other people 
sought places along i>.s docks, on the top of 
buildings and at Biversido park. They 
plodded thrnugh the mud and stood in pools 
of water. Vantage pieces undercover were 
in great deniund, but tJiousands stood or sat 
in. tho open air tuid Witched tho proceed- 
ings ou the river hank, 

\.a early as eight o'clock there were 
notable signs of activity op all tho vessels 
From the different war ships tl»Gre wis 
tilfjiji'ling of semaphore arras, which Indi- 

Giiced (bal orders we beiog issued >^o the 

fleet. A moment later fiadu Vessfll ran up 

an Amoriouii fl .ig to the top of the mainmast 
and the flig of her own country fore and aft. 
The Spanish, French, liruzilian ttnd Argen- 
tine ships ran up linc.'j of streamers on their 
yards. Uncle Sam's navy floated big holi- 
day fl igs from each mast. At ten o'clock 
the United States veseela ran up their bunt- 
ing and tho liritish, liussian, Italian, (ier- 
man and Dutch ships followed suit. 
At 10:30 the signal boats start- 
ed out from ;Mth street, and 
running up alongside each vessel iu 
lino, carried information thut tho review- 
had been postponed until 1 o'clock. Of 
course there was great disappointment, but 
what could be done by tho people than to 
stay where they wero and grumble, since, 
had they moved away they would have lost 
the more or less advantageous positions 
which they had managed to secure. 

In the American column, ship No. 1 at 
the head of the line on the New Jersey side 
was the Philadelphia, with the blue pen- 
nant of Bear Admiral Gherardi. Position 
No. 2 was occupied by the cruiser Newark, 
Rear Admiral Benhani, the red pennant in- 
dicating that ho was second officer in rank 
in the American fleet. Following the 
Newark came the ships assigned to Hear 
Admiral lienham's command. Then, fur- 
ther down the line, wu.'i the big 
llagHhip Chicago, with the while pennant 
of Rear Admiral John G. Walker, denoting 
that he was tho third II ig officer in rank in 
tho American B(|uadron. Then cuiiie tlw 
ships of his command. On tho New York 
side wore the foreign warships, H. M. S. 
lilake at their head. The lower ship on 
the Now Jtrai'y siilu waa the big double- 
turrcted monitor Miautononioli, ordered to 
give the signal of the appro.ich of President 
Cleveland by an immense ten-inch, twenty- 
five ton gun, involving the burning of nearly 
l!,')0 pounds of powder, the first instance ol 
such a huge pitco of ordnance being fired in 
close proximity to New York city. Tho po- 
sition of the l)olphin was at the beginning 
of the coremonies in the centre of tho river, 
several hundred yards below the two lower 
ships. 

On tho arrival of the President he boarded 
the Dolphin at the foot of West Twenty- 
third street, where a handsome landing 
place had been erected, guarded by police, 
while a sijuad oi sailors lined up on the lloat 
to salute tho President. The approach to 
the landing place was carpeted. On weigh- 
ing anchor the Dolphin fired a signal gim, 
which WU3 lui'iwin-i.d by one of the inon.sler 
leii-ineh twiiiily-live ton guns of tho inoii- 
it or .\Uiintonoinoli. Fidlow ing I he Doliihin 
was the army steamer Ccuoral Molf;a, with 
the Duke de Veragua, Attendant-CJeneral 
Suholield and Admiral Belknap. The ateam- 
•er Monmouth, with senators, representatives, 
governors of ntatcs and other distinguished 
visitors, followed the Meigs. For tho next 
half hour the Preaidont'u vessel Hlowly 
steamed up the river, the firing of over SOO 
guns, the manning of all tho yards of the 
war ships, and the presence on every quar- 
ter deck of oflicers in full uniform forming a 
scene in point of extent and greatness proli- 
ably never witnessed beforo in American 
waters. 

When tho Dolphin reached the end of tho 
line, she dropped anchor, and the President 
received the commuuding offioers of tho for- 
eign squadrons, who were presented by their 
rcepoctivo ministers. Fifteen minutes be- 
foro the reception ended His Excellency's 
departure was announced by a flag by the 
Dolphin, the signal for the entire fleet to be- 



gin a grand national saluto, comprising the 
firing of 810 pieces of artillery. This was 
tho feature of the day, because all the ves- 
sels engaged in the national saluto at once. 
The Pliiladolphia then steamed slowly to 
a position abreast of General Grant's 
tomb and fired a national salute in 
honor of tlio name of tho wreat Geuerol. 

At the heads of tho two fleet columns were 
anchored tho little ouravcls Santa Maria, 
Nina and Pinta. They wero \h? pbserved 
of mi observers, their quaint, not to Ba/ 
gr(itceq\io,appoiir«Doo provoking niuoli oom- 
ment and their diminutive sizo creating 
great wonderment as to Iiow even now they 
could have safely crossed tho Atlantic, 
manned as they were at this time by men 
thoroughly experienced-in aeamanahip. This 
led to old refleotiona as to the terrible 
trials and privations which the old Genoeso 
navigotor had run when he camo across the 
Atlantic centuries ago nnder the auspices of 
Ferdinand and Isabella and under a special 
dispensation from'the occupant of SbPoter's 
chair. The cheering that these little oraft 
und their mariners received was of the most 
enthusiastic character. 

Long after tho launches with the com- 
manding ollicers of tho various ships had 
passed up tho river on their way to the 
President's boat, tho Naval Reserve and 
police patrol lioats maintained the cordon 
about tho lleet, tlirongli whioh no vessel of 
the merchant miirino waa allowed to pass. 
It was not until (i:.'10, when the reception on 
board tho Dolphin was over, that the many 
Imudred vessels of tho merchant marine, 
which were massed between the Jersey 
.shore and the American warships, were per- 
mitted to iiiaku their way down the river. 

Then followed one of the must rcniarkalilo 
sights over before seen ou the waters of the 
river, or in the harbor, li.ich and every 
one of the many kinds of ships seemed to 
have gone wild. 'I'hey vied with one an- 
other trying to make the most noise. From 
the big ocean steamer to the sniallcst of 
yachts, it was all tho same. The whistles 
of all continued shrieking and tooting salutes 
to the foreign ships. From the big exeur- 
sionjsteaniers came cheer after cheer for tl:o 
two hours the procession continued to pass, 
and at times nearly broke ths limited space 
in whioh they had to mauu'uvre. When 
tho President disembarkeil from tho Dol- 
phin und at tho finish of iho salute of 21 
guns given him from the Philadelphia, the 
combined fleets lionored him with i\ national 
saluto, beginning with the Blake of tho 
English fleet and the Newark of tho Ameri- 
can. Shot after shot followed in quick suc- 
cession, the smoke becoming so dense as to 
liide the different ships. An Incident of the 
parade happened as the reviewing ships 
wero passicg up the river. Just as the 
Monmouth wis abreaat the Brazilian(cruiaer 
R<.>puuiio», tho coQCUSsioB from the dis- 
charge of one of her 'guna broke nearly 
every piece of glass in the windows of tho 
Monmouth's starboard side. Fortunately 
no ono was injured, and beyond a moment- 
ary scaro nothing happened. 

At S in the evening tho fleet engaged in 
a grand electrical search-light display. Over 
eighty powerful search lights wero em- 
ployed. ThcEo lights are the most powerful 
in existence, and wero designed with tho 
object of obtaining groat intensity of rays, 
tho exhibition being one of the grandest of 
the review ceremonies.

Ban— More Chinese "Actors"— 
"Paebia" Breaks a Record. 



Mm Vessel for the Cannery Fleet— 
' The Boundary Commissloa 
s Party Away. 



The fiuo pteimahip Victoria, comniandod 
by Capt. A. Pancuu, reached port at 
7 o'clock last eresiDg, having mtida the trip 
from Yakobama to Viotorla ia twelve diys 
and thirty roinutes, the faateat time ever 
made by any-N.P.R. liaer. The report of 
the trip in detail, furuiahod by tbo purser, 
is n3 follows : " Loft Hongkong oaApril4; 
Mozi 9th and Kobe Kith, aud arrived at 
Yokohama on the lith, haviaf; expeiieaoed 
favorable weather whilst on theCliinu coast. 
Loft Yokohama ul noon on tho IGtli iuat., 
eiicouutoritig modcrato viiid uml fiivorabla 
weuthcr until the 21st, when u. strong ciiat- 
erly wind uiul liigli heud aeii was experi- 
enced. The Meridian wua croaaud uii tlio 
'Jlst in 50' nortli lutiUido; duriii}; tlio latter 
part of tlio voyage variable winds uud mod- 
eruto weather provuilod. At 0:-10 p. ni. on 
tlio 27th, passed Ciipu Uculo; L' p. m. sig- 
nallcjil off Capo Carmiinah, unil ai'iircd nt 
Victoria 7 p. in. Time on pnasago, twelvu 
diiya and stven houra. DilTorencj of lime, 
six lioiira und twoiily-niui; luinutoi. Actual 
lime, twelve lioara and thirty miimti^a." 
As cargo the Victoria brought l.SOO tons of 
nuxod freight, '2'i0 tons of which ia for this 
port and 8an L'Vanoisoo, and will bo all 
landed here. Tho remaining 1,550 tons ia 
for various pciiiita in the Uaited States, and 
will bo discharged at Taooma. Tba Vic- 
toria brought 10 saloon passengers, 4'22 
' ChiDese and 33 Jopaneae. Of llie saloon 

gasseogeCB two were for here — Capt. J, (J, 
lor aad Mr. BarfiT. All the Japs are for 
Yiatoria, as are also some (i'J Chinese. Tho 
other CelestUta are for diU'erenb places, 2 lu 
Chiaeae "actors" being bound for the 
World's Fair, The Vlotoria'a trip waaaot 
aa eventful one. Tho sreamship Zambesi 
is now running betrt eea Bankuk and Hong- 
kong as a tramp.

The Japanese Government Will Not 
Interfere Outside 'Iheir 
Own Wiuei's. 



Capt. J. Gr. Cox Keturus From the 
Orient but Brings Scant Me'ws 
of tlie Fleet. 



After an absence of just two months and 
two days, Capt. J. 0. Co\, president of tho 
B. C. Sealera' Association, returned last 
evening on tho Nortliern Pacific steamship 
■^'ictoria. He was away in Yokoliunni look- 
ing after the interests of British Columbia 
schooners which will spend' the season on 
tho Japanese cotiat, and coming home brings 
news which will ba received by tho sealers 
here with much satisfaction.. 

In the Uret place tho rumor as to the in- 
terference with sealing schooners by tho 
Japanese Govorninent ia not correct, that ia 
aa it waa heard and received liero. The 
sealing sclioonera will not bo troubled, 
neither tho British Columbia ones nor any 
other, so long as thoy keep oif the rookeries 
and out ot Japaueao waters. The 
way tho first report of Govern- 
ment interference got abroad waa 
thia: One of the members of 
the Diet brought tlie matter up in Parlia- 
ment and, referring to the probability of 
the externiinatiou of the seals at tho rook- 
eries if poaching were allowed to continue, 
asked whether or not it wua tho intention 
of the Governinont to send a patrol for tho 
season to see that the law was not infringed. 
The chief oflendora were tho Japanese them- 
aelves, who have paid little or no attention 
to legitimate aoftling, but have made their 
profits by indiacriniinato raiding of the re- 
aerves. The Government decided to send 
some ot the vessels of the fleet thia seaaou 
to protect their own waters, but will not 
bother any vessel outside tho recognized 
limit. 

" Should they do so," said Capt. Cox, 
" the British^ Gtoverument, through their 
Japanese Minister, will aflford prompt pro- 
tection ; but it will not be necessary, as our 
schooners will keep outside." 

Aa already announced, all tho Victoria 
schooners arrived at Yokohama aafely, and 
before Cupt. Cox left, had got away for the 
grounda except the Umbrina and Mary 
lillon, which wore to have left tho follow- 
ing day. There was no incident of special 
note im tho voyage aoroas, except one death 
on the Umbrina, but parliculsra of this 
Copt. Cox did not have, although they 
doubtlesa will have arrived by tho mail, 
which came on the same steamer. 

In Yokohama, Capt. Cox met British 
Consul, General Troop, soverul times, and 
waa by him most cordially received. Tho 
Consul extended every courtesy in hia 
power. Capt. Cox says he had a really un- 
eventful stay in Japan ; he saw all the 
schooners ready to get away and everything 
on a satisfactory basis, and, this done, left 
for homo by the lirat steamer, Tho trip back 
on the Victori:i, he describes as being one of 
the moat pleasant he ever had and ia loud in 
his praise of the steamship and of Capt.
